Applicants would like to thank the Examiner for the 
thorough examination of the present application. Applicants 
would also like to thank the Examiner for correctly indicating as 
allowable the subject matter of dependent Claims 13, 18, 23, 27, 
32 and 36. 

The independent claims have been amended to include 
allowable subject matter to place the application in condition 
for allowance. Independent Claim 10 has been amended to include 
the allowable subject matter from dependent Claim 13. Similarly, 
independent Claim 19 has been amended to include the allowable 
subject matter from dependent Claim 27, and independent Claim 28 
has been amended to include the allowable subject matter from 
dependent Claim 32. Dependent Cla ims 13# 27 and 32 have been 
cancelled and other dependent clams have been amended for 
consistency. 

In addition, new method Claims 37-44 are being added.
